The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: it is deemed 
novel and unobvious over the prior art of record to so perform an encapsulation method 
for a plurality of electronic devices within a mold cavity including providing a first 
substrate with at least one electronic component thereon and a second substrate with at 
least one electronic component thereon into a mold cavity, moving upper and lower 
mold plates toward each other to form a mold cavity and causing the first and second 
substrates to have portions thereof in contact, injecting a first and a second material into 
the mold cavity to separately encapsulate the electronic components and removing the 
substrates from the mold plates as claimed in claim 1; further including placing the first 
and second substrates in back-to-back orientation and moving upper and lower mold, 
plates to form a mold cavity and causing the second side of the first substrate and the 
second side of the second substrate to have portions thereof in engagement as claimed 
in claim 8; and also in view of the terminal disclaimer filed 27 April 2005.
